Since Jan. 10, 1962, we have made 
9 trips to Jugoslavia and spent a total 
of 61 months there and since our retire- i 
ment, in 1970, we made 7 trips and spent 
54 months. But the shortest and most 
eventful was in '62. I've written about ! 
it in YACO before but I feel I left out 
too many details and I feel that a few 
more would be of interest. 

Our first trip was by R.R. and 
boat. We boarded the train in Oakland 
and surely, by a clerical error by our 
travel agency, we routed north. Before :> 
we were out of California we were in 
snow and ice and cold through Colorado, 
and Wyoming, and all the way to Chica^^^ 
At one point along the way we were w^^pV 
out heat. In Chicago, we were late and 
missed our scheduled train and had to 
wait for several hours for the next one. 

We arrived that evening in New York and 
spent the night in a hotel and the next 
morning we boarded the U.S.S. United 
States. The ocean was rough and the 
next morninq, immediately after break- . 
fast, Margaret got sick. She went to 
bed and remained there until we arrived 
in La Havre, several days later. At 
about 4 a.ra., we immediately got on a 
mini-train to the Paris International 
R.R. station. We went through customs 
and then in a taxi to another R.R. sta¬ 
tion a few miles away where we boarded 
the Istanbul Express. We crossed 
France, Switzerland, and Venice. Then 
into Jugoslavia and through Zagreb to 
Venkovac where we waited 7 or 8 hours in 
an old R.R. station without heat and 
we just about froze. Of course at this 
point I must say that the building of a 
new, modern station was in progress. 

Anyhow, our train arrived at about 2a^fe.^P| 
overflowing with skiers in full dres^^ 
and all their equipment. We somehow 
found standing room and arrived in 
Sarajevo that same morninq at 7 a.m.

There we found a beautiful, modern and 
monstrous station and the everpresent

^Bul sight but it was also very cold. 
When we walked into the station, we 
found the unexpected, well lighted, 
cozy and warm station with Elvis on 
the juke box singing "Love Me Tender." 
We spent a comfortable 5 hours there 
and then boarded the famous "chiro," 
the little gauge R.R. that traveled 
from Sarajevo to Dubrovnik, Zelevina, 
and way points. We arrived in 
Dubrovnik about 9 p.m. and were met 
by the whole Biskup clan. 

To strengthen my belief that the 
travel agency goofed, we came home 
from N.Y. through Oklahoma,New Mexico, 
Arizona and Southern California on 
April 15th when it should have been 
the otherway around.

IMENDAN

My uncle, Pete Gulermovich 
and I made a trip to Yugoslavia 
in the latter part of October. 

We took in the sights of Dub¬ 
rovnik and south to the Konalvi 
Valley. We spent most of our time 
however, visiting with numerous 
relatives. We stayed with one 
relative who has a lovely, villa 
type home in Srebeno near Mlini. 

(5 miles south of Dubrovnik). 

Their home is on a knoll about 100 
yards up from the Adriatic Sea.

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We were with relatives in the vil¬ 
lage of Petrafia about 2 miles from 
Srebeno on St. Luke's day, October 18. 
The village church is called St. Lukes 
and when your village church has the 
same name as the Saint's day, you have 
an Imendan. 

The Imendan as celebrated by Dal¬ 
matians has to be a close rival 
to the Serbs' Slavadans. In Petra£a, 
the whole village goes bananas on St. 
Luke^s day. Interestingly, even those 
who don't go to church regularly 
observe their Imendan. Every house 
in the village has an all day feast 
with mounds of food and drink (mainly 
rakija and vino). 

After Mass at St. Luke's, my un¬ 
cle and I returned to our relative's 
home. After the customary rounds of 
homemade rakija, "hors d' oeuvres" 
were served. There were heaping 
platters of prSut, several kinds of 
cheeses, and assorted cold slices of 
meat for the 15 relatives in attendance 

We were then led to the dining 
room. My Uncle Pete was startled to 
see at each place setting a stack of 
3 dishes with a soup bowl on top. 

(This was his first time in Yugoslavia) 
He asked, "Why so many plates?" He 
was soon to find out the reason. The 
Imendan meal started with a delicious 
thick chicken and rice soup. Finish¬ 
ing the soup, the bowls were taken 
away, exposing the 3 dinner plates. 

The first course was roast pork, roast 
beef and mashed potatoes ringed by 
a mild thick tomato There were 

2 salads: one butter lettuce and the 
other tomato and onion. Naturally 
the salad dressing was vinegar and 
olive oil. Speaking from experience, 
one really has to pace himslef and 
take very small portions. There de¬ 
finitely is a reason for those other 
plates underneath. After finishing 
this course the food platters and our 
top plate were whisked away. Im¬ 
mediately new platters were brought 
to the table, which included baked 
chicken and roasted lamb with more 
mashed potatoes. We finally got down 
to the last plate. Fresh platters 
were brought to the table. This time 
we had 2 kinds of veal: one was a 
Schnitzel (breaded and fried) and the 
other was a veal roast. Golden brown¬ 
ed thick hunks of potatoes were ser¬ 
ved with this course (Out of this 
world!)• -8-

Our dessert included apple 
strudle and 2 kinds of cake. One cake 
was chocolate and the other was a 
chiffon like cake with lemon frosting 
topped with thin slices of fresh lemon. 
Turkish coffee was served with dessert. 
After dessert Pelikovac and assorted 
fruit liquers were offered. The last 
time I saw my uncle that day was when 
he was frantically searching for an 
Alka-Seltzer. 

By this time were were in desparate 
need of a short walk. We took a short 
walk passing through the village. As 
we passed the village homes the sights 
and sounds of St. Luke's day in Petra£a 
became evident. Singing and laughter 
was coming from all of the homes we 
passed. One house was particularly 
interesting. We could see around 20 ^ 

people inside singing, many of thei^R fl 
singing different songs at the sam^ 
time. 

As you can tell, an Imendan is a 
most festive occasion. It is cele¬ 
brated mainly with food, drink and

KROSTULE 

(Yugoslav Fried Ribbon Cookies) 
Sent in by Mary (Scurich) Farris 


4 eggs 

4 tbs. sugar 

3/4 tbs. butter/margerine (melted) 

2 3/4 cups flour (approx.) use pre¬ 
sifted 

2 tsps. Anise Extract 
2 tsps. water 


SS! RED CARPET 


Beat whole eggs until thick and lemon 
colored (5 minutes) with an electric^^ 
mixer. (I use an electric hand mixerj^P 
Gradually add sugar and salt and beat 
until dissolved. Stir in melted butter. 
Add half the flour and blend well. 

Stir in Anise Extract diluted in water. 
Add remaining flour to make a rather 
stiff dough. (At this point, try 
mixing with a large spoon or your 
hands so as not to burn-out your mixer). 
It is somewhat like a noodle dough. 

Add additional flour and knead with 
your hands until (adding enough flour) 
the dough is elastic but not too 
sticky to the touch. Chill in refri¬ 
gerator for 15 minutes. 

Roll out in small portions on well- 
floured board. Roll until nearly trans¬ 
parent. Cut with a pastry wheel in 
strips about 1 inch wide and 4 inches 
long. 

Using an electric frying pan, fry in 
oil (I use Wesson) until very light 
golden color. Turn once. Use two 
forks to handle them. DO NOT OVERDO 


OR BROWN THEM. 

Drain on paper towels and sprinkle 
with powdered sugar. (I put the sugai 
in a sifter for easier handling and 
a finer sprinkle). 

Store in air tight container if possible. 
I found large plastic storage boxes 
with lids good, also Tupperware.

PAJARO VALLEY SLAVS 
"They had a way with apples" 

The following story was excerpted 
from Jack London's book, THE VALLEY OF 
THE MOON. This book was first pub¬ 
lished in 1913. It's really interest¬ 
ing to see what he had to say about 
Pajaro Valley Slavs some 66 years ago. 
Keep in mind that this book was written 
when our parents and grandparents were 
relative newcomers. Notice how Jack 
London refers to our forebearers as 
Dalmatians and not Americans. This 
book is available in most any library. 

"It's the wrong time of the year^^ 
to see Pajaro Valley," Benson said, 
when he again sat beside Saxon and 
Sargent's was a thing of the past. 

"Just the same it's worth seeing 

any time. Think of it - twelve thousand

acres of apples! Do you know what they 
c^^ Pajaro Valley now? New Dalmatia. 
W^Be being squeezed out. We Yankees 
thought we were smart. Well, the 
Dalmatians came along and showed they 
were smarter. They were miserable 
immigrants - poorer than Job's turkey. 
First, they worked at day's labor in 
the fruit harvest. Next they began, 
in a small way, buying the apples on 
the trees. The more money they made 
the bigger became their deals. Pretty 
soon they were renting the orchards 
on long leases. And now, they are 
beginning to buy the land. It won't 
be long before they own the whole 
valley, and the last American will be 
gone. 

"Oh, our smart Yankees! Why, 
those first ragged Slavs in their 
first little deals with us only made 
something like two and three thousand 
per cent profits. And now they're 
satisfied to make a hundred per cent. 
It's a calamity if their profits sink 
to twenty-five or fifty per cent." 

"Yes, and more than that," Benson 
a^a^rered, nodding his head emphatically. 
"]^Ps of them, like Luke Scurich, 
are in it on a large scale. Several 
of them are worth a quarter of a million 
already. I know ten of them who will 
average one hundred and fifty thousand 
each. They have a way with apples. 

It's almost a gift. They know trees 
in much the same way your husband knows 
horses. Each tree is just as much 
an individual to them as a horse is 
to me. They know each tree, its whole 
history, everything that ever happened 
to it, its every idiosyncrasy. They 
have their fingers on its pulse. They 
can tell if it's feeling as well to-day 
as it felt yesterday. And if it isn't, 
they know why and proceed to remedy 
matters for it. They can look at a 
tree in bloom and tell how many boxes 
of apples it will pack, and not only 
that - they'll know what the quality 
and grades of those apples are going to 
be. Why, they know each individual 
apple, and they pick it tenderly, with 
li^£, never hurting it, and pack it and 
it tenderly and with love, and 
wlWn it arrives at market, it isn't 
bruised nor rotten, and it fetches top 
price. 


"Yes, it's more than intensive. 
These Adriatic Slavs are long-heade^^ 
in business. Not only can they grc^® 
apples, but they can sell apples, ^o 
market? What does it matter? Make 
a market. That's their way, while 
our kind let the crops rot knee-deep 
under the trees. Look at Peter 
Mengol. Every year he goes to England, 
and he takes a hundred carloads of 
yellow Newton pippins with him. Why, 
those Dalmatians are showing Pajaro 
apples on the South African market 
right now, and coining money out of 
it hand over fist." 

"What do they do with all the 
money?" Saxon queried. "Buy the 
Americans of Pajaro Valley out, of 
course, as they are already doing." 

"And then?" she questioned. 

Benson looked at her quickly. 

"Then they'll start buying the 
Americans out of some other valley. 

And the Americans will spend the 
money and by the second generation 
start rotting in the cities, as you 
and your husband would have rotted 
if you hadn't got out." 

"There's the valley now," Bensc 
said. "Look at those trees! Look 
at those hillsides! That's New Dal¬ 
matia. Look at it! An apple para¬ 
dise! Look at that soil! Look at 
the way it's worked!" 

It was not a large valley that 
Saxon saw. But everywhere, across 
the flat-lands and up the low rolling 
hills, the industry of the Dalmatians 
was evident. As she looked she 
listened to Benson. 

"Do you know what the old settlers 
did with this beautiful soil? Planted 
the flats in grain and pastured 
cattle on the hills. And now twelve 
thousand acres of it are in apples. 
It's a regular show place for the 
Eastern guests at Del Monte, who 
run out here in their machines to 
see the trees in bloom or fruit. Take 
Matteo Lettunich - he's one of the 
originals. Entered through Castle 
Garden and became a dish-washer. When 
he laid eyes on this valley he knew 
it was his Klondike. To-day he lef - 
seven hundred acres and owns a hun^ 
dred and thirty of his own - the

finest orchard in the valley, and he 
packs from forty to fifty thousand 
b'^fcs of export apples from it every 
ySi. And he won’t let a soul but a 
Dalmatian pick a single apple of 
all those apples. One day, in a ban¬ 
ter, I asked him what he’d sell his 
hundred and thirty acres for. He an¬ 
swered seriously. He told me what it 
had netted him, year by year, and 
struck an average. He told me to cal¬ 
culate the principal from that at six 
per cent. I did. It came to over 
three thousand dollars an acre." 

"But that’s another point where 
we Americans lose out. There isn’t 
anything wasted in this valley, not a 
core nor a paring; and it isn’t the 
Americans who do the saving. There 
are fifty-seven apple-evaporating 
furnaces, to say nothing of the apple 
canneries and cider and vinegar fac- 
tories.
